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Fury as decision on 
hospital is delegated 
to just three people

The fate of Epsom Hospital now 
rests in the hands of just three 
members of Surrey Downs GP 
commissioning group, after its 
governing body delegated respon¬ 
sibility - to the fury of 700 people 
who attended its meeting on 
Friday. 

The controversial move at Sur¬ 
rey Downs clinical commission¬ 
ing group’s (SDCCG) governing 
board meeting, held at Epsom 
Downs racecourse, sparked out¬ 
rage, with residents, doctors and 
councillors branding it “totally 
undemocratic”. 

Epsom’s MP Chris Grayling said 
it looked like a “stitch-up”. 

Campaigners immediately 
vowed to step up their efforts to 
persuade GPs across the area to 
stand up for the Surrey hospital 
and reject proposals by the Better 
Services Better Value (BSBV) re¬ 
view of south-west London hospi¬ 
tals to axe its accident and 
emergency (A&E), maternity and 
children’s units. 

Just days before the meeting 
SDCCG had announced that its 
governing body would take a vote, 
by a show of hands, on whether 
the proposals should go to a 
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14-week public consultation. 

Hundreds of people, from pen¬ 
sioners to mothers with babies in 
their arms, turned up at the meet¬ 
ing bearing placards and staging a 
silent protest making clear that 
they wanted the GPs to reject the 
proposals and stand up for Epsom 
Hospital. 

They then trooped inside expect¬ 
ing to hear the governing body’s 
decision, but instead, without any 
explanation, it voted to follow 
Merton CCG’s lead and delegate 
the decision to three members. 

This was in sharp contrast to 
neighbouring Sutton where every 
single GP was given a vote and the 
result announced in public. 

Despite suspicions that the 11th 
hour change was because the gov¬ 
erning body bottled-out in the face 
of ovewhelming public demand to 
reject the proposals, a 
spokeswoman told the Epsom 
Guardian on Tuesday that it was 
taken “following legal advice”. 

She said: “Certain things need to 
be discussed and approved to get 
to that point.

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“The CCG did not have what it 
needed to make the decision so it 
delegated this to three members 
instead for a later date.” 

SDCCG’s chief officer, Miles 
Freeman, a seasoned NHS bu¬ 
reaucrat; lay member Gavin 
Cookman, and Leatherhead GP 
Dr Simon Williams will now form 
a committee and take the decision 
at a meeting, to be held in public, 
of all the CCGs involved “later in 
the year”. 

A SDCCG spokeswoman said: 
“By sending a lead GP, our ac¬ 
countable officer and a lay mem¬ 
ber we feel the CCG will be 
well-represented. ” 

She said the trio will consult 
other members of the governing 
body prior to the key meeting. 

Cliff Bush, lay member of the 
governing body, voted against Fri¬ 
day’s decision as he said he had 
“no prior knowledge” of it. 

The SDCCG spokeswoman said 
the decision to delegate was dis¬ 
cussed with governing body mem¬ 
bers “prior to the start of the 
meeting” before Mr Bush arrived. 

The decision was taken after

worried residents had raised a 
wide variety of issues at the meet¬ 
ing including travelling times to 
London hospitals from Epsom 
and the potential effect of this on 
mortality rates, why Epsom had 
been included in a review of 
healthcare across south-west Lon¬ 
don, the views of Epsom’s doctors 
on the proposals, and the ratio¬ 
nale behind the BSBV review 
itself. 

One person also voiced worries 
about “potential perceived con¬ 
flicts of interests” at the meeting 
as she said one-third of the gov¬ 
erning body’s members had inter¬ 
ests in private healthcare 
companies. 

Dr Williams said BSBV’s “pre¬ 
ferred option” - for Epsom to be¬ 
come a local hospital with a 
planned care centre - was the op¬ 
tion which “scored highest in both 
financial and non-financial pro¬ 
cesses and plays to Epsom’s 
strengths as it already has an elec¬ 
tive orthopaedic centre”. 

Mr Freeman said: “This CCG’s 
wish is that whatever comes out of 


this process, we would like to con¬ 
sider a future for Epsom Hospital 
as part of the Surrey system.” 

In an open letter to Dr Claire 
Fuller, clinical chairwoman of the 
governing body, Mr Grayling said 
the impression left of the meeting 
was one of a “simple stitch-up”. 

He said it was a “great disap¬ 
pointment” that Surrey Downs’ 
GPs were not asked to vote on the 
proposals and he questioned why 
the governing body had presented 
“factually incorrect” information 
at the meeting - which, he said, 
could expose it to “a serious risk 
of judicial review”. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 
Grayling said that, by delegating 
responsibility to three of its mem¬ 
bers, SDCCG had “agreed in prin¬ 
ciple” to go to public consultation 
with the BSBV proposals. 

He said: “No one has made a 
compelling case for change. It is 
difficult to see how these propos¬ 
als really improve healthcare in 
the area. 

“Epsom will be cannibalised to 
improve hospitals in London.”

• Surrey County Councillor for 
Epsom Town and Downs Tina 
Mountain: “The delegation was to¬ 
tally undemocratic. The governing 
body itself is not democratically 
elected to answer to us.”

• Dr Shehata, joint clinical director 
for women and children’s services 
at Epsom Hospital: “I have been a 
member of BSBV for several 
years. There will always be dis¬ 
agreement, but I am not satisfied 
that my views have been heard 
and properly considered. The 
models also lack clinical coher¬ 
ence.

Four-kidney surprise for student

Doctors got a shock when a 
woman who came into acci¬ 
dent and emergency with a 
suspected water infection 
turned out to have four 
kidneys. 

Student Jessica Curphey was 
taken to St Helier Hospital 
with excruciating pains in her 
right side, which she thought 
was down to a water infection. 

Initial scans suggested the 
20-year-old, a student at the 
University of Creative Arts in 
Epsom, had a large cyst on her 
kidney that had burst. 

But further investigation re¬ 
vealed the cyst was actually 
one of two extra kidneys 
meaning she had three of the 
organs on one side and one on 
the other. 

Doctors at St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Tooting removed the 
damaged kidney, which was 
swollen with almost two litres 
of fluid, leaving her with a still- 
impressive tally of three 
kidneys. 

Miss Curphey said: “At first I 
didn’t know how to feel be¬ 
cause I had been told so many 
things. 

“Now it’s quite fun watching

how people react when you tell 
them that you’ve got an extra 
kidney. 

“I suppose it’s weird not 
knowing what's going on inside 
your body until something 
happens like with me. 

“On the upside of the whole 
thing I don’t get as bad hang¬ 
overs like my friends, which is 
perhaps down to my extra 
kidneys. 

“Overall I have come out of 
this as a stronger person. 

“It was a difficult experience, 
but I was looked after and I’ve 
come through it the other end 
and looking forward to the 
future.” 


She cannot donate one of the 
kidneys becasue they are 
smaller than normal ones, and 
she could not survive with two. 

It is very rare for anyone to 
be born with four kidneys, 
with fewer than 100 cases 
recorded. Miss Curphey is now 
trying to raise funds and 
awareness for the charity Kid¬ 
ney Research UK. 

Kidney Research UK 
spokesman Professor Neil 
Turner said: “Development of 
the kidneys is pretty complex 
and there are all kinds of vari¬ 
eties - alternatives to the usual 
two include that you can devel¬ 
op just one on one side, or have 
a ‘horseshoe’ kidney, which is 
two fused together across the 
middle. 

“Doubling of the kidneys on 
each side can happen, and par¬ 
tial doubling is quite common, 
while complete doubling to 
form completely separate kid¬ 
neys is rare. 

“Many people have these 
variations without knowing 
about it, and it doesn't usually 
affect kidney function for bet¬ 
ter or worse.”

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Residents’ parking 
zones on the horizon

A residents’ parking zone is 
being introduced in Epsom for 
the first time and will inevitably 
spread to most of the town, ac¬ 
cording to a senior councillor. 

Epsom is one of the few towns 
in Surrey without residents’ 
parking zones, making it particu¬ 
larly attractive to commuters 
and shoppers. 

But as of June 1, only residents 
who have purchased £50 or £75 
parking permits will be allowed 
to park in the designated areas 
during the restricted times. 

Surrey County Council (SCC) 
has already painted white lines 
and put up signs in the affected 
streets in the centre of town. Its 
aim is to allow residents to park 
in their own streets. 

While the move has delighted 
some residents, others have 
raised concerns it will damage a 
town whose retail centre is al¬ 
ready struggling. 

Burgh Heath resident Jane 
Race, who used to live in Epsom, 
said: “Residents’ parking is im¬ 
portant, but we need to make it 
easier for people who are work¬ 
ing in Epsom to go to work 
without extortionate parking 
charges. 

“We have shoppers and com¬ 
muters parking outside people’s 
homes because they cannot af¬ 
ford to park in Epsom. 

“It is cheaper to go shopping 
and park in the Westfield Centre 
in London.” 

But Epsom town Councillor 
Neil Dallen, who is on SCC’s 
local committee, said the scheme 
was great news and that it is like¬ 
ly to be extended to other streets. 

He said: “It is inevitable that, in 
years to come, most of Epsom 
will be residential parking, but 
we are the only town in Surrey 
that does not have it. 

“We want it to be done little by 
little, to see what happens. If 
there is a ripple effect and people 
start parking in different roads to 
the ones where residents’ park¬ 
ing has been introduced, we want 
to see where the ripples go.” 

Coun Dallen said people should

be willing to pay for car parking 
because “half of the cost for 
commuters is parking and I do 
not see why residents who want 
to park their cars where they live 
should be inconvenienced”. 

Parking for more than five 
hours currently costs £17.50 in 
the Ashley Centre car park, £5.20 
in Depot Road and the Upper 
High Street car parks, and £4.20 
in Hook Road. The town hall car 
park allows a two-hour maxi¬ 
mum stay for £2.50, while park¬ 
ing for up to 24 hours costs £12.50 
in the Ebbisham Centre and 
Epsom high street’s private car 
parks. 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
said parking charges had not 
risen in more than a year, but 
there would be a small increase 
to some charges in July. 

He said: “About 1.8m cars park 
in Epsom town centre each year. 

“There has been a small in¬ 
crease in those using car parks 
in the past year. 

“The council has to maintain a 
balancing - if the charges are too 
low, commuters using the station 
and working in central Epsom - 


will use the car parks to the 
detriment of shoppers and 
retailers. 

“If the charges are too high, 
visitors may be put off and there 
is no evidence this is happening. 

“Commuters parking in the 
roads around the town centre 
have become a nuisance.” 

A Heathcote Road resident 
questioned whether residents 
would be guaranteed a parking 
spot outside their homes under 
the scheme. 

He said: “I do not want resi¬ 
dents’ parking. People come 
here very early in the morning, 
park and catch the train. Now I 
will have to buy a permit to park 
outside my own house. 

“There is no guarantee you are 
going to get a space outside your 
house.” 

The permits will cost £50 a year 
for the first car, with second and 
subsequent cars in each house¬ 
hold costing £75. SCC admitted 
on its website that the permits 
would not necessarily guarantee 
a resident a parking place. 

It stated: “A resident would 
have to compete with other per¬ 
mit holders for a bay, but the per¬ 
mit would exempt the holder 
from the normal time limit im¬ 
posed upon the parking place.” 

An SCC spokeswoman said 
Epsom Council will enforce and 
operate the scheme, with resi¬ 
dents soon to receive letters on 
how to apply for permits. 

She said there were no current 
plans to expand the scheme, but 
SCC will “review the current 
schemes after they go in to see 
how they are working. 

She said: “There could be more 
resident schemes in future if 
there is support from residents 
and the local committee.”

Show immortalises 
suffragette history

An exhibition examining 
women’s struggle for the vote 
has attracted national media 
attention from the likes 
of politician-turned-journalist 
Michael Portillo. 

Dying for the Vote, which 
opened at Bourne Hall, in 
Spring Street, Ewell, last Tues¬ 
day, marks the centenary of 
the death of suffragette Emily 
Davison, who was killed when 
she ran out in front of the 
King’s horse at the Epsom 
Derby in 1913. 

The exhibition also examines 
the suffragette movement in 
Surrey and celebrates the 
granting of votes to women in 
1928. 

Museum curator Jeremy 
Harte said a number of radio 
stations had requested inter¬ 
views, including Portillo, who 
recorded a piece for a Radio 4 
feature on life during 1913. 

Mr Harte said: “Michael Por¬ 
tillo was going around the ex¬ 
hibition case by case and then 
we had intervals where we 
discussed the most interesting 
items and stories. 


“He was delighted with the 
exhibition, especially the origi¬ 
nal material such as Sergeant 
Bunn’s notebook. 

“Sergeant Bunn was a police 
officer present when Emily 
Davison ran on to the race¬ 
course at the Epsom Derby and 
he wrote an accident report. 

“In some ways, the report is a 
more reliable source than the 
film footage because he was 
right there in the crowd and 
had his eye on the racecourse.” 

The notebook is just one of a 


number of authentic and 
historical items which are on 
display in the exhibition, in¬ 
cluding an ornate parliamen¬ 
tary grille from behind which 
suffragettes used a fishing rod 
to lower a petition demanding 
votes for women in front of the 
Speaker of the House. 

They then handcuffed them¬ 
selves to the grille, which had 
to be removed. 

The free exhibition runs 
until July 27, from 9am to 5pm, 
Tuesday to Saturday.

This will inform the 
final decision by a selec¬ 
tion committee compris¬ 
ing of Councillor Clive 
Woodbridge and Surrey 
artists Jonathan Parsons 
and Karl Newman. 

Money for the artwork, 
which will be erected on 
a roundabout on Epsom 
Downs subject to planning 
permission, will be sought 
from businesses and 
grant-giving bodies. 

The winner will be an¬ 
nounced at the centre on 
June 4.

Last week, the Epsom Guardian 
launched the Shine On appeal to 
support the Sunnybank Trust's 
fantastic work for those with 
learning disabilities.

Patricia Summerfield, who at¬ 
tends the Kites club, said: “The 
club makes sure that people get 
the help they need. It’s fun and 
everyone is treated fairly.” 

Volunteer Louise Shah urged 
people to get behind the appeal 
saying, “we can learn so much from 
those with learning disabilities”. 

She said: “They have spontane¬ 
ity, so much love, they don’t bear 
grudges, and they just look out for 
one another. They form meaning¬ 
ful relationships with each other 
and really care. They form their 
own community. 

”In a community like this, they 
can all reach their full potential. 

“It’s a wonderful service that 
gives every person involved in it so 
much joy.” 

The charity’s founder, Tom 
Rhindt-Tutt, 86, presented Mark 
Bushnell with a thank you gift for 
raising £2,000 for the Sunnybank 
Trust by running the London 
Marathon this year. 

Mr Bushnell, 30, said: “It’s such a 
good cause. There’s hardly any¬ 
where in any community where 
people with learning disabilities 
can get together. 

“If it has to shut, where would 
everyone go? They would be stuck 




in their homes with no sense of 
community." 

Professional vocalist John Kelly, 
who sang at the opening ceremony 
of last year’s Paralympic games 
and runs musical workshops for 
the Kites club, was a special guest 
at the event. 

He said: “Disabled people need 
more opportunities like this, they 
shouldn’t be losing them.” 

Mr Rhind-Tutt, a dyslexia suffer¬ 
er who was dismissed from school 
in 1936, said: “Because of the num¬ 
ber of people in the learning 
disabled community who use the 
club, we need many people to 
support us. I know what they feel 
like - my headmaster told me, ‘we 
don’t want you’. 

“They need companionship and 
love. Many of them live in homes 
and their carers can’t give them a 
cuddle. 

“Love and companionship are 
the things which make life 
worthwhile.”

An ex-soldier believes he has set a 
new world record after spending 
24 hours in stocks to raise money 
for children who have lost parents 
in the services. 

Nigel Potter raised £800 over the 
weekend after completing the out¬ 
doors feat for the Forces Chil¬ 
dren’s Trust, based in Shawley 
Way, Epsom Downs.

The 37-year-old, who completed 
the challenge at the Royal British 
Legion in Chelmsley Wood, in 
Birmingham, watched by hun¬ 
dreds of supporters, said: “I spent 
24 hours and two minutes in the 
stocks, without any breaks at all - 
and that includes toilet breaks. 

“I got in touch with the Guinness 


Book of Records afterwards who 
said that they think I have set a 
new world record. Now I need to 
send them evidence and witness 
statements to verify it. 

“It was painful and uncomfort¬ 
able - now I know why stocks were 
used for punishment. There were 
times I wanted to leave, but I did¬ 
n’t and it went perfectly. 

“But it was more of a mental 
challenge. I kept saying to myself 
‘Just remember why you’re doing 
this’.”

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Problem pavement 
will be addressed

Residents at a retirement home 
have demanded the council fix a 
“treacherous” pavement after an 
elderly walker sprained his ankle. 

Elderly residents at Redwood 
Court, in Ewell, have changed 
their shopping habits after find¬ 
ing their walk to a nearby shop 
too dangerous. 

They have to negotiate a nar¬ 
row, pitted and bumpy pavement, 
that runs alongside an overgrown 
hedge, to get to their nearest 
Tesco at the Esso garage on the 
junction with the Ewell bypass. 

Richard Denyer, a resident at 
Redwood Court, that is located be¬ 
hind the Elders Care Home, 
sprained his ankle while walking 
on the pavement in February 
2012. 

He wrote to Surrey County 
Council at the end of that month, 
explaining elderly residents use 
the path, and called for “immedi¬ 
ate action” to address the situa¬ 
tion, but received no reply. 

He said it was “disgraceful” the 
council did not reply to his letter 
as it was a very important matter. 

The council has now promised 
to make a visit to the location 
after the Epsom Guardian sent 


photos to councillors. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
are grateful to have had this 
stretch of pavement brought to 
our attention, as the safety of our 
more vulnerable residents is very 
important to us. 

“A bumpy pavement that more 
able people may be able to cope 
with can be very problematic for 
[elderly people] and we have 
every sympathy with them. 

“We will go and have a look and 
see what needs to be done to en¬ 
able these residents to use the 
pavement safely again.” 

The news could not come soon 
enough for people living in 


Redwood Court, some of whom 
now prefer to visit shops further 
away in Ewell Village for fear of 
injuring themselves. 

Resident Joan Marshall, 90, 
said: “It takes a lot of effort to get 
to the shop. I just about manage, 
but I know there are a lot of peo¬ 
ple here who just can’t get there 
anymore, so they would rather go 
to the village instead.” 

Brenda Metherell, 83, said: “It is 
really quite dangerous and not 
just for elderly people. I just can’t 
understand why they have ig¬ 
nored our complaints. Hopefully, 
they really will do something 
now.”

Having just attended the 
Better Services Better Value 
(BSBV) meeting at Epsom 
Downs Grandstand, I must 
say I feel we are being sold 
down the river by BSBV. 

This has been the first time I 
have ever attended one of 
these meetings and fair to say 
it was well orchestrated to 
limit any criticism of the 
board. 

As I understand from com¬ 
ments made at the meeting:

At the meeting it was 
alleged a third of the board 
have financial interests in the 
private sector; how can we 
trust what decisions they 
make on our behalf?

Epsom Hospital is a 
Surrey hospital - well there 
were Surrey Police at the

We were told when the 
merger with St Peter’s was 
taking place that Surrey had a 
lower cost base than the Lon¬ 
don hospitals, but that seems 
to have gone by the board. 

One of the board admitted 
that the travel times given to 
St George’s were not possibly 
correct ie, 25 minutes by car 
from Epsom. 

All in all, a weak perfor¬ 
mance by BSBV, leaving me in 
fear of our safety when taken 
unwell.

Bank holiday botches 
could cost thousands 


Check home insurance covers DIY disasters 


Householders embarking on a 
home improvement project 
this May bank holiday are 
being urged to check their in¬ 
surance cover to avoid stump¬ 
ing up thousands of pounds to 
fix DIY disasters. 

Halifax Home Insurance 
recommends homeowners 
check their home insurance 
documents beforehand to 
ensure they know what’s cov¬ 
ered, and also warns those 
who tackle major work they 
are not qualified for, that they 
risk invalidating their home 
insurance policy. 

Last year Halifax Home In¬ 
surance recorded almost 


40,000* accidental damage 
claims, many of which were 
DIY-related such as spilling 
paint or drilling through 
pipes. 

In total the insurer paid out 
almost £13m for accidental 
damage, with each claim cost¬ 
ing an average of £323.00 to 
fix. May alone saw over £lm 
in accidental damage claims, 
partly due to botched bank 
holiday home improvement 
jobs. 

Martyn Foulds, senior 
claims manager, Halifax 
Home Insurance, said: “May 
bank holiday is a key time for

Rick proves he’s no drag

An Epsom drag racer is revved 
up and ready to take on Europe 
after securing his first domes¬ 
tic title at Pro Rod level. 

Rick Garrett secured the 
biggest win of his career last 
month by toppling three-time 
British champion Andy 
Hamilton in the opening round 
of the MSA British Champion¬ 
ship event. 

The win leaves him top of the 
leaderboard, and the 52-year- 
old hopes to keep his winning 
streak going in the second of 
five rounds this weekend. 

Garrett said: “I’m still on a 
high from the other week to be 
honest, it was an incredible 
feeling. 

“I had never actually won a 
final at Pro Rod level before so 


to win was quite a feat, espe¬ 
cially to beat somebody of 
Andy’s calibre. 

“We have known each other 
for years and he was a really 
good sport - he wished me all 


the best.” 

Garrett has been involved in 
drag racing for the best part of 
23 years and reckons he has 
the recipe of success sussed. 

His crew consists of his two 


sons, and Garrett feels their ef¬ 
forts behind the scenes have 
played a huge part in his 
success. 

“The boys do a fantastic job 
as part of my crew - they 
aren’t going to send me up the 
track in a bad car are they?” he 
said. 

“I know they are always 
there for me and, for me, this is 
the only way to do it.” 

His sons were integral to his 
last victory after they located 
an engine problem in his vehi¬ 
cle before the qualifying pass. 

And when his car is reaching 
speeds of 196mph to cover a 
quarter-mile track in just 6.98 
seconds, it is vital nothing is 
left to chance. 

Garrett, who drives a 1941 
Willys Coupe containing a 21.11 
V8 engine, said: “In the first 
round, I thought the engine 


was oiled alright but, if one 
push rod hasn’t oiled up right, 
it fails you. 

“Looking at the weather fore¬ 
cast before the racing began at 
that meeting, none of us even 
expected to end up out there on 
the track. 

“We had never raced in such 
snowy conditions before - just 
one speck of rain on the track 
can be dangerous at these 
speeds.” 

Teams lose vital champi¬ 
onship points if they fail to 
turn up at meetings but there 
is no danger of Garrett not 
turning up with his loyal crew. 

“The day it becomes stressful 
and stops being fun is the day 
I’ll call it a day,” he said. 

This weekend’s meeting 
supports the FIA Pro Rod 
European Championships at 
Wellingborough. 


Smith takes another step towards rugby stardom 


Epsom rugby star Rochelle 
Smith is one step closer to her 
dream of winning the World 
Cup thanks to a £2,000 cash 
windfall. 

The 19-year-old was one of 
50 aspiring athletes chosen to 
receive the Jaguar Academy 
of Sport bursary award, 
which the Saracens and 
England U20 player said 
will help with financial 
pressures. 

After being selected by 
national charity 
Sports Aid, Smith 
was presented with 
the bursary by 
Olympic gold 
medalists Sir 
Chris Hoy and 
Dame Kelly 
Holmes. 


Smith, pictured, said: “The 
funds will really help with 
training, travel and nutrition 
- these are vital to my devel¬ 
opment in rugby.” 

While the academy provides 
funds, it also provides a be¬ 
spoke mentoring and educa¬ 
tion programme, delivered 
by Kelly Holmes Edu¬ 
cation, that all the 
rising stars auto¬ 
matically join. 

It provides a wide 
range of work¬ 
shops over the 
year, focusing on 
the emotional, 
physical and psy¬ 
chological ele¬ 
ments the 
young athletes 
need to work 


on to one day emulate their 
heroes, many of whom are ex¬ 
isting patrons and ambas¬ 
sadors of the academy. 

For Smith, this could mean 
spending time with ambas¬ 
sadors Johnny Wilkinson and 
Sam Warburton - however, 
neither are her heroes. 

“My sporting hero is Jason 
Robinson. He is not arrogant 
and has such humility, which 
is how I model myself as a 
player,” she said. 

“I will always remember his 
quote ‘My game does not re¬ 
volve around being a try scor¬ 
er’ because it is one thing 
being a great try scorer but a 
completely different thing to 
be a great all-round player, 
which I believe he has 
achieved.” 


Smith was the Surrey and 
London Irish women’s skip¬ 
per last year, and also led 
the UK School Games rugby 
sevens side in 2011. 

And she has her sights set 
on loftier goals for the next 12 
months and beyond. 

“I want to get into the Sara¬ 
cens first team squad, as well 
as start both England’s U20s 
tests against France,” Smith 
said. 

“Ultimately, I would like to 
win the World Cup because I’d 
like to have that sense of 
achievement and the title of 
World Cup winner. 

“Then maybe I can inspire 
the younger generation that 
look up to me in the same way 
I look up to my sporting 
greats.”
